WORLD’S LARGEST SUBMARINE 
LAUNCHED AT U. S. NAVY YARD 


Features 


First Underwater Mimelayer, V-4, Will Carry 
Eight Officers and 80 Men — New 


in Design. 


By the Associated Press, 
PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Nov. 10. 

—The V-4, largest submarine in 

the world, was launched at the 


Portsmouth navy yard at 12:30 p. 
m. today. Mrs. —Philip Mason 
Sears, a daughter of Rear Admiral 
William D. MacDougall, com- 
mandant of the navy yard, chris- 
tened the vessel in the presence of 
Govs. Spaulding of New Hampshire 
and Brewster of Maine, United 
States Senator Moses and a group 
of naval officers. 

The V-4 is the first mine-layiag 
underseas boat built for the navy. 
It will carry eight officers and 80 
men, and embodies many new 
points of design and equipment, 

In an effort to make the vessel 
self-sustaining, unusual attention 
has been paid to quarters for the 
crew. It will have apparatus for 
fresh 
water, special spaces for stowage 
and refrigeration of stores, two 
motor boats, a moving picture out- 
ift and a branch postoffice. A new 
departure will be a wooden deck 


' laid practically the 


entire length 
of the vessel, while a portion of 
the bridge will be inclosed, as on 
surface vessels. Both bridge and 
deck are fitted with awnings for 
tropical waters, 

The V-4 embodies all desirable 
features ‘of mine-laying submarines 
previously built for other navies. 
These will enable thé vessel to lay 
mines in any condition in which it 
may be ealled upon to operate. It 
is designed for maximum cruising 
radius and endurance, in order to 
enable it to operate in conjunction 
with the fleet. 

Corrosion-resisting steel has been 
extensively used for shafts and im- 
portant parts of machinery work- 
ing in the water, - Many of the in- 
terior fittings are of aluminum to 
save weight. Increased strength 
of important parts of the main and 
auxiliary machinery with ae de- 
crease in weight has been ob- 
tained by the extensive use of 
nickel steel and other alloy steels. 
Welding has largely been used for 
piping and for securing the sec- 


ondary structural members. 


$2,000,000 IN LAND 
FOR INDIANS: FRIEND 


Title to 175,000 Acres in Ari- 
zona Turned Over to 
R. M. Martin. F] 


By the Associated Press. 
HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Noy. 10.— 
After waiting nearly 50 years for 
his reward for advisory‘services to 
the Papago Indians of Arizona, 


R. M. Martin, mining engineer, to- 
day had a deed to 175,000 acres of 
land in that state, valued by him 
at upwards of $2,500,000. 

The reward was for Martin's 
services to the Papagoes as suc- 
cessor to Col. Robert F. Hunter, 
sent from Washington by the 
Catholic Bureau of Missions (fver 
Indians.. Col. Hunter acquired 
title to about 2.146,500 acres of 
land, while acting as advisor to 
tribesmen. At Hunter’s request, 
Martin undertook the work when 
the’ colonel died. 

Fourteen heirs of Col. Hunter, 
who yesterday filed a deed” in 
Tucson, Ariz., giving Martin a 
clear title, retain possession of the 
remainder of the tract. 7 

Martin said much of the land 
presented farming _ possibilities 
while some of it was somewhat in- 
accessable and suitable only for 
grazing. 


HOW FRANCE GOT U. S. MONEY 
DESPITE WASHINGTON BARRIER 


Used “Swedish Match Co. as In- 
termediary When America Barred 
Loans Pending War Debt Pact.

PARIS, Nov. 10.—France has 


learned how cleverly Premier Poin- 


care has found a loophole in 
Washington’s barrier against loans 
to countries that have not settled 
their,war debts. The money to re- 
tire France's $70,000,000 8 per cent 
bonds, borrowed through the Mor- 
gan Syndicate in 1920, is coming 
from Wall Street—at 5.40 per cent 


—but it is coming indirectly 
through the Swedish Match Co., 
acting as intetmediary. By retir- 


ing the 8 per cent bonds that 
would have matured in 25 years, 
by converting them into fifty-year 
5 per cents, Premier Poincare esti- 
mates that beginning in 1929 .the 
French Government will save 50,- 
000,000 francs (about $2,000,000) 
a year.

GERMAN’S CLEW FINDS BODY 
OF MARINE KILLED IN FRANCE 


Leads to Identification of Grave of 
Private G. W. Stevenson at 


St. aoe

ee | ASHINGTON, “Wev. 10.—Re- 


covery and _ identification of the 
body of Private George West Stev- 
enson, Seventy-ninth Company, 
Sixth Marine Regiment, Second Di- 
vision, killed in action at St. Mihiel 
nine years ago, was reported by the 
War Department today. A letter 
from a German noncommissioned 
officer provided the clew which re- 
sulted in’/diseovery of the grave on 
the battlefield. 

Stevenson, who was born in Den. 
ver, enlisted in the Marines at Mare 
Island, Cal, at the outbreak of the 
war. His mother lives in Price, 
Utah, and by hér wish his body 
will remain in the St. Mihiel ceme. 
tery in France. 

The letter that resulted in dis 
covery of Stevenson’s body was re- 
ceived by the Epworth Herald: from’ 
Pdul Schreiber, a noncommissioned. 
officer of a German infantry regi- 
ment. He told of a counter attack 
in which a group of Americans was 
driven back, leaving Stevenson’s 
body behind. The American was 
buried on the spot, he added, and 
it was his description of the local- 
ity that resulted in discovery of the 
grave. 


NOBEL PRIZE FOR LITERATURE 
AWARDED TO ITALIAN WOMAN 


Grazia Deledda, Whose Novels Are 

Little Known in U. S.,"Second 

of Sex so Honored.

STOCKHOLWM, Nov. 10.—The 
Swedish Academy today awarded 
the 1926 Noble prize for literature 
to the Italian author, Signora Gra- 
zia* Deledda, the second woman to 
win this prize.

With Equipment Valued

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 10.—A 
subterranean brewery, its intricate 
system of basements and passage- 
ways yielding beer and liquor-mak- 
ing parapheriualia worth $500,000 
has been found by Federal prohi- 
bition agents a few steps from De- 
troit’s main artery, Woodward ave- 
nue. 

So extensive was the plant that 
it occupied an entire city block of 
basements and most of the office 
buildings above. Dan Vacarelli, 
prohibition administrator, believes 
that in the discovery of the plant, 
last night, his office has uncovered 
the main source of supply to many 
of Detroit’s “blind pigs” and bars. 

A fashionable night club at 33 
Selden avenue, which was believed 
to be the headquarters and general 
offices. of the underground plant, 
was deserted when Vacarelli and 
nine agents arrived at an hour 


chesen as most likely to catch the 
after-theater crowd. 


Evidence of Hasty Flight. 


In the dining room, where near- 
ly 200 tables were set, many laden 
with steaming viands, there were 
evidences of a hasty exit by pa- 
trons. A few tables had beeu over- 
turned. From racks in the check 
rooms were hung coats and hats 
left behind in the hurried depar- 
ture. 

On a 150-foot bar at the rear of 
the dining room were glasses con- 
taining beer or whisky which pa- 
trons had not taken time to con- 
sume as word of the impending 
raid was received. Behind the bar 
the’ serving counter was stocked 
full. 

Most elaborate was the plant out- 
lay, most lavish was the liquor- 
making equipment. Included in 
contraband which the agents seized 
were:

Huge Vats of Beer. 


Beer vat. containing 25,000 gal- 
14ns of beer; several hundred bar. 
rels of beer; a large quantity of 
bottled beer; 11 cases of whisky; 
18 5000-gallon vats of beer; three 
25,000-gallon vats of beer; a ton 
and a half of filter paper pulp, used 
in purifying beer; three 30,000-gal- 
len wooden whisky tanks, empty; 
a~ large ammonia refrigeration 
plant; a “racker’” maehine used in 
filling kegs; five large automebile 
trucks. 

After more than an hour’s .inves- 
tigation, agents found a concealed 
trap door of steel leading to a 
basement. At one end of the base- 
mént another trap door led to a 
large room, extending nearly a 
quarter of a block, where an elab- 
orate beer-making plant had been 
installed. 

Buildings Used as Storcrooms. 

Other passageways led from this 
ee room, one trucking tunne! to 

garage building across an alley. 

Indications were that the liquor 
had been trucked to the garage 
where automobiles awaited to 
transport it. Similarly, in all di- 
rections, led halls, each to some 
adjunct to the plant, including a 
refrigerating room, bottling room, 
or other department. 
. A large storeroom, where several 
hundred barrels of beer were 
stacked, extended to the basement 
of Orchestra Hall, home of the De- 
troit Symphony orchestra, 

Agents found that buildings in 
the entire block. with the exception 
of two small storerooms, were used 
as storerooms by operators of the 
plant. 

Owners of the property are to be 
subpenaed for questioning in. con- 
nection with the raid. 

No one was arrested, and there 
was no indication:as to who owned 
or operated the plant.

CHARGED WITH

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Shel- 
don Clark, wealthy Chicago oil 
fman, a Sinclair executive, - was 


placed under technical arrest today 
after his refusal to testify in the 
grand jury investigation of the 
Fall-Sinclair surveillance 
scandal, 

Clark was taken directly from 
the jury room to the office of Unit- 
ed States Commissioner Turnage, 
where a complaint, similar to-the 
one previously lodged against Har- 
ry F. Sinclair and another of his 
confidential agents, Henry Mason 
Day, was made by Neil Burkin- 
Shaw, Assistant District Attorney 
in charge of the inquiry. 

Clark was charged specifically 
with a violation of the criminal 
code against efforts to influence 
the verdict of a jury. He demand- 
ed an immediate hearing, to which 
Burkinshaw objected 

Clark, who igs vice president and 
general manager of the Sinclair 
Refining Co., wags released on $10,- 
000 bond for hearing Nov. 25. 
Day’s bond was $25,000. 


Asks for Early Hearing. 

In urging an early hearing in h‘s 
ccase, Clark said that business ne- 
cessitated his presence in Chicazo. 
George L. Schein, a Chicago law- 
yer and friend of the accused man, 
interrupted to remark: 

“T suppose, when you bring 
charges before the commissioner, 
you have your evidence ready?” 
“We won't argue about that now,” 
interjected Morgan Beach, attorncy 
for Clark. 

Burkinshaw, who first asked for 
a two weeks’ continuance, ¢@x- 
plained that he did not want to 
have a hearing until the grand 
jury had completed its investiga- 
tion. 

“If you wait until the grand juiy 
completes its investigation, there 
will not be any hearing at all,” re- 
torted Beach. 

Should Clark be indicted by *he 
grand jury, the indictment would 
supersede the complaint lodged to- 
day and a hearing on the com- 
plaint would be unnecessary. 


Case Like That of Day. 


Like Day, Clark declined to an- 
swer questions before the grind 
jury on the advice of counsel. Spe- 
cifically, the grand jurors inqvirea 
whether he had made contact “v- 
tween the Burns detective; trail- 
ing the oil jurors and Sinclair. 

Clark was first called in the 
investigation yesterday but declined 
to testify then on the ground of a 
fear of self-incrimination and was

Clark was here during « part of 
the time before the n.istrial was

COURT BANISHES 
KING BEN-FROM 
HOUSE OF DAVID 


Control of Benton Harbor 
Colony by Receiver 
Provided in Decision in 
Dissolution Suit. 


By the Associated Press. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mich., Nov. 10.— 
The rule of King Benjamin Pur- 
nell over the religious cult he 
founded in Benton Harbor a quar- 
ter of a century ago was ordered 
ended today. 

Circuit Judge Louis H. Fead of 
Newberry entered an order in the 
State’s dissolution suit, decreeing 
that a receiver take over control 
of the House of David colony, and 
that Purnell, whom the State al- 
leged practiced fraud and immoral- 
ity, go into exile from his follow- 
ers. The Court ruled Purnell 
should be banished from contact 
with those he is alleged to have 
mistreated, by “‘complete and per- 
manent removal from the colony 
grounds.” 

He may not associate with the 
girl colonists except under protec- 
tive conditions. : 

The Court agreed with the State 
that the colony was a public nuis- 
ance because of ‘the teaching and 
practice of fraud, immorality, perj- 
ury and other illegal acts. 

The plea of the State for abrupt 
dissolution of the cult, however, 
was denied. The Court granted 
the members of the faith permis- 
sion to continue their cOmmunity 
life, carry on their religious teach- 
ings and operate their many enter- 
prises,, under the watchful eye of 
a receiver. Many of the members, 
blameless and faithful, are not pre- 
pared to meet the problems of the 
outside world, Judge Fead decided. 
To give free outlet to members 
who may be dissatisfied, and those 
who say they were defrauded when 
they were induced to turn their 
property over by Benjamin, the de- 
cision allows those who wish to 
stay; those who wish to go to seek 
recovery. .When all claims for 
fraud and damage are settled, the 
residue of the property will revert 
to the col@ny. Title to the reputed 
vast hol@ingw of the cult. which 
now reposes in Benjamin and his 
consort, Mary, will be transferred 
to the receiver.

A reputed master in this field 
was Alphonse Palazzolo, who also 
was active in the East Side whisky 
field. Palazzolo quarreled with his 
straight-shooting lieutenants, Tony 
Russo and Vincent Spicuzza, and 
last August the bullet-riddled bod- 
ies of the last two were found be- 
side a road near Chicago. A month 
later Palazzolo was shot to death 
at Tenth and Wash streets. 

Two brothers of Russo and sev- 
eral friends have been indicted for 
the Palazzolo killing. Underworld 
gossip had it that Palazzolo lured 
Russo and Spicuzza to their deaths 
and himself was killed in reprisal.

State Examiners at Lancas- 
ter Describe Accounts of 
Depository as Being ‘‘An 
Awful Mess.”’

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 10.— 
Bank examiners in charge of the 
defunct Farmers’ and Merchants’ 


Savings Bank at Lancaster, Schuy- 
ler County, which closed Monday, 
today notified the State Finance 
Department they had discovered ir- 
regularities totaling $42,000 and 
that the cashier@Olin U. Murfin, 
had been missing since the night 
of Nov. 4. 

Disappearance of Murfin, when 
he said he was starting on a busi- 
ness trip to Quincy. Ill, preceded 
a conference he was to have held 
with bank examiners Monday 
morning concerning minor discrep- 
ancies discovered in an examina- 
tion made by State examiners the 
previous week. A small amount of 
cash was to have been produced at 
this conference to cover the minor 
discrepancies disclosed in the first 
investigation, 

When the bank was closed, the 
report to the Finance Department 
indicated the failure chiefly was 
due to “frozen” agricultural loans. 
The $42,000 in irregularities were 
not discovered until a second ex- 
amination was started following 
the failure. The total may mount 
higher, it was said. 

When Murfin failed to return 
from his supposed trip, E. E. Fo- 
gle, president of the bank, made a 
trip to a Quincy bank, a corres- 
pondent of the Lancaster Bank, ‘ 
make an investigation. He discov- 
ered his bank was overdrawn 
$2000 in account at the Quincy 
bank, while his bank’s books 
showed it should have a balance 
of $25,000 on deposit at Quincy. 
The investigation also disclosed, 
the examiners reported, that $15.- 
000 of securities owned by the Lan- 
caster bank which were sent to the 
Quincy bank for safekeeping had 
been withdrawn and sold. 

The examiners stated other ic- 
counts of the bank apparently had 
been juggled and some time would 
be required to complete the inves- 
tigation. The report described the 
bank accounts as an “awful mess.” 
Discrepanacies found so far sre 
approximately one-fifth of the 
bank’s total resources.

Bancroft’s Heirs to Provide $100,- 

000 Fund for Tha urpose

TOKIO, Nov. 10.—The heirs of

The. distficts in which 
these plants are located are re- 
quired to vote only a small tax levy 
for education. 

State Must Give Aid. 

‘The state government must ald 
in support of local schools. if all 
children are to be guaranteed 
proper educational facilities. The 
amount available annually from 
state sources should be between 30 
and 60 per cent of the school ex- 
penditure if all children are to be 
guaranteed adequate educational 
facilities.” 

Vocational Trainer Speaks. 

President Lee of the American 
Vocational Association, in his ad- 
dress on vocational effectiveness, 
said expenditures for vocational 
education im this country had in- 
creased from $2,500,000 in 1918 to 
more than $22,000,000 in 1925, 
largely as result of the passage of

Biology Has Vast Field, 


After pointing out the need for 
investigation beyond the things of 
utilitarian value, Dr. Child con- 
tinued: 

“To limit human’ thinking by 
practical consideration or by dogma 
iseto stunt and dwarf the human 
mind. There is no broader field 
than that of the biological sciences 
for the pursuit of knowledge un- 
hampered by practical considera- 
tions. Even the biologist has come 
only gradually to realize how vast 
and all-inclusive is the field of bi- 
ology, and the layman, of course, 
is far behind in such realization. 
Too often. the latter regards zo- 
ology,:for example, as consisting of 
the observation and dissection of 
various miore or less unpleasant 
worms and bugs. ’ 

“There has been in the past a 
certain justification for such a 
view, but zoology in the broader 
sense has passed far beyond that 
stage. It is inquiring concerning 
the physics and chemistry of or- 
ganisms, organs and cells, concern- 
ing the nature of growth and de- 
velopment and of the physiological 
relations and influences on each 
other of the parts of the organism, 
concerning the nature of individ- 
uality, reproduction and sex. 

Exploration Just Beginning. 

. “We often hear it said that the 
days of the explorer and the pi- 
oneer_are almost over. This is 
rapidly becoming tfue in the geo- 
graphical sense, but exploration in 
the fields of biology is just begin- 
ning. No field of exploration can 
be more. fundamentally significant 
for human kind than this, for it is 
the exploration of life. It does not 
help man greatly In developing au- 
tomobiles or guns, it does nofeusu- 
ally assist him except incidentally 
to become wealthy, but it does help 
him to think straighter and more 
clearly about himself, about other 
men and about the world in which 
he lives.” 

Prof. Lepeschkin related that in- 
terest in biological science is lag- 
ging in Europé and that “one could 
not dream of founding there new 
biological institutions.” He went 
on: DP 
“Biology, including as it does 
the study of both plants and ani- 
mals, represents the only basis on 
which many sciences necessary for 
mankind are built. In order to 
Zivoid the transformation of medi- 
cine, agriculture and other applied 
sciences into quackery and primi- 
tive housekeeping, their base must 
be made firm. All success of these 
sciences depends now only upor 
the further development of biol- 
ogy. And when their results do not 
satisfy us some times, the cause of 
‘this helplessness lie only in an in- 
sufficient or not quite correct de- 
velopment of biology.”

In a smal] whitewashed room, no 
larger than an American re 
room, 110 of Rumania’s most bDrii- 
lian lawyers and jurists opened 
their defense of the former official 
who is specifically charged with 
engangering the security of the 
State by attempting to place Carol 
upon the throne now occupied by 
his six-year-old son, King Michaet. 

The court-martial, which is try- 
ing Manoilescu, was composed of 
one colonel as ‘president, two ma- 
jors and two captains as co-judges, 
while the public prosecutor was 
Col. Carapancea,- long practiced in 
communist military trials. 

200 Witnesses Summoned, 

The only decorations on the glar- 
ing white halls of the courtroom 
were faded lithographs of littleKing 
Michael, Dowagef Queen Marie 
and the late King Ferdinand. Ona 
table in front of thé president was 
a wooden cross and a silver ikon 
for the administration of oaths. 

There were 200 witnesses to be 
called. No women were allowed in 
the courtroom, which was guarded 
on all sides by armed sentries and 
seores of secret service operatives. 
Onl¥ 10 local and 10 foreign jour- 
nalists were admitted, including the 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press. . 

Bucharest had a 10-minute sen- 
sation when the name of William 
S. Culbertson, American Minister 
to Rumania, was linked with the 
alleged Carol plot, but it was all 
a mistake. 

How Mistake Happened. 

A local newspaper announced 
this morning the American Min- 
ister had called at the military 
prison where Manoilescu is con- 
fined and left his card, which fell 
into the hands of the secret »o- 
lice. Culbertson is a popular figure 
among all classes in Bucharest. 

In accordance with European 
deplomatic etiquétte, Mrs. Culbert- 
son a few days ago instructed a 
functionary at the American lega- 
tion to leave “at home” cards “or 
all members of the cabinet and 
the foreign diplomats. Unhappily

Foresees Anglo-American War.

They exhibited little -eh- 
thusiasm over Senator Reed's 
charge that the protective tariff 
was responsible for the troubles 
of the American Merchant Marine, 
but applauded his criticisms of the 
naval treaty with Great Britain and 
Japan and his plea for a navy and 
merchant marine superior or equal 
to that of any other country. 

Prefacing his remarks with the 
warning that he “was in the habit 
of saying whatever I please when- 
ever I have reason to believe it is 
physically safe,” Senator Reed 
asked, ““Why not get down to the 
basic proposition?” : 

“The faét is the American flag 
disappeared from the seas because 
we couldn’t build vessels as cheaply 
as foreign vessels could be built,” 
he said. “And the reason we can’t 
build as cheaply is because we 
passed a law prohibiting our ship- 
builders from buying materials in 
a free market as cheaply as foreign 
ship builders can. The American 
flag disappeared from the sea when 
we passed the American protective 
fariff and the flag will come back 
when we permit ship builders~ to 
build with free materials.”

First. Students’ Concert of Sea- 
son. Played by Symphony 
at Odeon. 


Music that would, sadly enough, 
have put many of their elders to 
sleep, engaged the closest attention 
of 1700 school children yesterday 
at the Odeon in the first students’ 
concert to be given by the Sym- 
phony Orchestra this season. 

Wagner's towering music depict- 


ing the entrance of the gods over 


the rainbow bridge into Valhalla, 
from “The Rhinegold” was the 


piece de resistance, but its ma- 
jestic strophes and its bewildering 
succession of motives dismayed its 
young listenerers not a whit. 

Before the orchestra began the 
‘“‘Rhinegold” passage, Mrs. Agnes 
M. Fryberger, educational director 
of the concerts, gave the children 
a stereopticon lecture on Wagner 
and the strange race of dwarfs, 
giants and gods around which he 
built his “Niebelungenlied.” The 
Slides were poorly made, as the 
lecturer herself pointed out, but 
the subject matter was interesting 
to the children of 38 private, coun- 
ty and parochial schools who made 
up the audience. 

The reason for their interest in 
such music, which has its greatest 
appeal for those who are schooled 
in Wagner's mythological lore, be- 
came apparent when most of the 
children raised their hands to sig- 
nify that they had attendeds two 
music courses prior to this year. 
All of them had been instructed 
by their teachers on the motives 
that figure, the Nibelung music, 
particularly, and all were familiar 
with the Teutonic legends upon 
which the “Ring” is built. 

So it was that they listened at- 
tentively when Director lrederick 
Fischer and his orchestra illus- 
trated the various motives to them 
from the resurgent notes upon the 
horns, by which Wagner typified 
the beginning of the world, to the 
majestic Valhalla motive and the 
melancholy story of the fall of the 
gods.

Other number on the 
program were Smetana’s “Bartered 
Bride” overture, with its scholarly 
fugues, the first movement from 
Mozart’s G Minor Symphony and 
Elgar’s “Pomp and Circumstance,” 
to which the children sang the 
words of the hymn “Land of Hope 
and Glory.” 

The same concert is to be re- 
peated today for another group of 
children.

Open Today; Many

Game Commission Reports Out- 
look Is for “‘Greatest Quail 
Season in History.” 


& 


An exodus of hunters and bird 
dogs marked the first day of the 
quail-shooting season, which offi- 
cially opened in Missouri today. 
The season lasts until Jan. 1. 

At the License Commissioner’s 


office it was reported that for the 
past three or four days the deé- 
mand for licenses’ had been un- 
usually heavy. In addition to quail, 
it is now the open season for every 
variety of game bird with the ex- 
ception of wild turkey, for which 
the season begins Dec. 1, and a 
few birds, .as pheasants, against 
which the season is closed through- 
out the year, to enable them to 
multiply. 

Hunters under the Missouri law 
are permitted to have 15 quail in 
their possession and to kill not 
more than 10 a day. 

Many hunters holding nonresi- 
dent licénses in Illinois were on 
their way to the East Side, where 
the birds are reported unusually 
plentiful. The same condition is 
said to prevail in nearly every sec- 
tion of Missouri. 

Return Your Quail Bands. 

The Game and Fish Department 
imported “bob whites” from Mex- 
ico, during the past two years, and 
many were put out through the 
State. These imported quail were 
banded and Game and Fish Com- 
missioner Keith McCanse has re- 
quested hunters to send to the de- 
partment the bands on all birds 
they kill so designated. Hunters, 
in sending these bands to the Game 
and Fish Commissioner at Jeffer- 
son City, are also asked to tell the 
department exactly in what sections 
these birds were found, to aid in 
a study of their habits and prefer- 
ences for localities or character of 
ground. 

Greatest Quail Year. 

The department’ reports. that 
quail are abundant and that “this 
should be the greatest quail season 
Missouri ever had.” In all sections 
farmers and sportsmen report quail 
in large numbers. 

The Supreme Court has handed 
down a decision which declares 
that hunters must permit an in- 
spection and count of quail in their 
possession by Game Wardens, in 
every case, on demand,
